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Thirty-Six Billion 


Farmer In Manitoba Loads Wheat 
Twice In Same Oar 

There is one chance in thirty-six 
billion of it happening again. 

At the town of Argue, Manitoba, 
on September 20, a farmer named C. 
R. Sommerville, loaded part of his 
crop of Number 2 Durum into Cana- 
dian National. Car No. 423871. The 
car went to the head of the lakes, was 
emptied and started west again. On 
October 1, eleven days later, it left 
the same station, Argue. loaded with 
grain from the fields of the same 
farmer, C. R. Somerville. This time 
the wheat -was Number 4 Durum, but 
the car was the same and the farm- 
er was the same.

| Tomb Of Columbus Found 
| ppemontons Indicate His Burial Near 
Badajoz, Spain 

A commission sent by the Acad- 
emy of History to investigate what is 
claimed by some to be the tomb of 
Christopher Columbus, at Oliva de 
Jerez, forty-five miles south of Bada- 
joz, Spain, reported that there were 
traces in the Church of Santa Maria 
Grecia, indicating mementoes of Col- 
umbus. The commission also stated 
that a number of stones had been 
found with the inscription: “Here lies 
Christopherus Sanchez Enriquez, 
Grand Admiral of the Oceans | and 
the Lands by Him Discovered, born 
1441.” Enriquez is contended by some 
authorities to have been the real 
name of Columbus.
